Thus it has, in its ramblings 
among the home en people, served many useful purposes 


and yet it is still in the community to again serve. 


That ten dollar bill is gone for good. It may serve to 
build up the large city elsewhere. But so far as the home 
community is concerned its usefulness is at an end, and the 
community has been drained of just that much working

The 
heaviest producers consume the 
most meal and consistently produce 
butter the cheapest. Where a good 
quality of clover or mixéd hay and 
roots or silage are fed, a meal mix- 
ture containing from 17 to 18 per 
cent. digestible protein should be fed 
at the rate of 1 pound of meal to 
each 3 to 5 pounds of milk, the larger 
quantity being fed to cows giving the 
most and richest milk. A suitable 
meal mixture for dairy cows may be 
made up of 100 pounds each of 
ground dats, ground barley and bran 
with the addition of 150 pounds of oil 
meal or its protein equivalent to 
bring the ration up to standard.

After unravelling wrap the ends of 
the strands to prevent them untwist- 
ing. Bring the strands together br 
tying by pairs with an overhans 
knot, the strands from opposite ends 
of the ropes being joined by the 
splice. This done, the work fs com 
pleted by weaving the etrands inte 
the rope in both directions, using a 
fid or a tapered and pointed wooden 
pin to, open the strands. The. free 
ends are passed under every other 
strand for a distance of six or eight! 
inches each way from the centre o' 
the splice. This done the rematnin 

ende of strands are cut off and th: 
work completed. 

The Long Splice. 

This tyne of splice is used where 
it is desired to make a union of two 
pieces of rope and still retain nearly 
the same diameter at the splice. A 
long splice in a three-strand rope will! 
be composed of not more than four 
strands at any one point, and the 
leneth of the union is very much 
greater than in the short splice. Tc 
make a long splice count off sixteen 
t=rns from the ends to be spliced and 
nark by tying with a strong twine 
Unlay the rope ends down to the 
point of tying and force the ends to- 
gether to begin the splice. Develop 
it further by unlaying cne strand 
from each rope end and filling In with 
one of the loose strands. This accom- 
plished, three of the loose strands 
will be much shorter than formerly, 
and the enda can be woven Into the 
rope as with the shert splice and the 
union developed. The strand ends 
can then be cut off and tucked In out 
af the way, leaving a jon; smooth 
splice. 
“The Side Splice. 

The side splice is frequently useful 
where it is desired to join two ropes 
of the same or ‘different sizes. It ts 
extensively used in halter making. 
This splice should always be made 
so that tne pull is in the same direc- 
tion as the spliced in rope strands. 
Rope Halters. 

Rope halters of various types and 
«izes can be easily made by any handy 
farm boy. The rope halter has the 
advantage of greater strength over 
nalters made from leather or cotton 
web. The cost of the home-mace 
rope halter is very low—the purchase 
cost of the rope—if the work of mak- 
ing Is done on wet or stormy days.—

The right way to get on in business is to set sales mark 
for the year—$5,000, $10,000, $20,000, $50,000—whatever is 


reasonable and within one’s financial ability. 
Then the year’s objective should be reduced to weekly 
and monthly EEO SS accordance with the seasonal char- 


acter of one’s business. 


Then the next thing to do is to calculate the number of 
sales transactions needed: each week to produce the weekly 
sales objective. Thus, if one’s ‘average sales transaction is 50 
cones: and if one’s weekly sales objective is $100; then, clear- 
ly, the retailer must have 200 sales transactions every week.

Following a few remarks from Mr, 
Blakely, the afternoon session Was 
opened by Inspector A. W. McGuire, 
ot Tweed, who spoke on equipment 
for rural and urban schools, “These 
conventions are a good thing,” he 
said, “and I hope that you will do as 
possible to gain ideas and improve 
conditions in your schools. We are 
apt to misjudge the importance of 
our own work and I trust that you 
will get inspirations from the talks 
today. Every school should have a 
tidy appearance,” he observed, “and 
there is no reason why each section 
should not have a model building. The 
trustees should take an interest in 
the appearance of the school.” 

Mr. McGuire noted the importance 
of good equipment, emphasizing good 
blackboaras, globe and maps, library 
and water supply. “Spring roller 
maps on portable boards are best, 
while it. is necessary to have an ex- 
tensive library.’ 

Dr. Bishop said that the value of 
the Trustees’ Association is already 
established and congratulated the 
members on the showing. Rapid 
strides aave been made in the modern 
mechanica. means in education, 
Splendid improvemenis have been 
made in educauonal systems through- 
out we wor... but on the attitude of 
the child aepends tne results obtained 
ia the class room. We do not get 
the value for education when it is 
forced upon the chilu. A study of 
the child's tendencies before reaching 
the age of six years is . essential. 
His natural attractions at play and in 
the home should be noted. One great 
educauonist has said iat a cnhild’s 
education ceases at school age be- 
cause previously ise youngster did 
things of his own vouition.” 


In conchiding he said, it is well 
worth while for your trustees to take 
every opportunity vo look into the de- 
velopment of education in all its 
phases. 


Pp. C- MeLaurin, in pick his re- 
marks, said that the tendency of a 
child to secure knowledge may be 
traced back to its parents, grand- 
parents or even further. “Young 
people of the teen age are much alike, 
particularly at school.” Citing some 
instances cf world’s great characters, 
Mr. McLaurin observed that Michacl

You must draw the children out as to 
interesting things they have beon | 
doing at school and encourage them 
with questions. Be of support to 
the teavher in the home, teach the 
children to be co-operative to her and — 
do ‘not listen to complaints concerning ~ 
their troubles with the teacher.” He 
advised parents to be loyal to the 
teacher and instruct the children to 
appreciate her, ; 

“The home can help the school by 
the tone of its conversation.” He — 
condemned newspapers for the man- 
ner in which they display crime and 
scandal in glaring headlines and thus 
create prominent articles of those 
which* should be suppressed. The 
more wholesome news is published in 
briefest form. Adults need education 
as much as. children and they can 
improve their minds by reading, thus 
stimulating the educational move- 
ment among children. In Denmark 
and Finland the parents are studying 
on a systematic basis.”
